The 1951 squad of Hartnell College Panthers won three games and lost six games during 
the season. The early part of the season showed little success to the Panther squad and they 
proceeded to lose their first six contests. The Panthers opened their season by traveling to 
Modesto, where they lost to a powerful Modesto J.C. unit, 27-0. In their first home game, the 
Hart squad enjoyed a 21-0 halftime lead, only to succumb to the Placer J.C. team, 26-21.
